Assailed President Wilso n 
Collinsv ille, 111., April 5 .— Robert 
P. Prager, 45 y ears old and German 
horn, after twice escaping mob v io­ 
lence, was hanged to a tree early to­ 
day by a mob of 35 0 persons, who 
declared he had made disloy al u tter­ 
ances. 
He 
was dragged from the 
basement of the city hall here where 
lie was hiding, escorted barefooted 
throu gh the main street of the city to 
a point 
one mile west of here on the 
road leading to St. Lou is, and there 
his body was fou nd later dangling 
to the limb of a tree. 
The local police, in a statement is­ 
su ed today , declared they , being only 
fou r in nu mber, were u nable to cope 
with the mob. 
They also said that 
Prager 
while in their cu stody 
had 
stated he was 
a 
registered enemy 
alien, that he was born in Germany , 
bu t that he had taken ou t his first 
naturalizatio n papers and had hoped 
to become an American citizen. 
Collinsv ille is twelv e miles east of 
St. Lou is and is in that section of 
sou thwestern Illinois that of late has 
been activ e against alleged disloy al­ 
ists. 
Accused o f Criticizing W ilso n 
Prager was a coal miner and y es­ 
terday was in Mary v ille, 111., where 
i he addressed miners on socialism. 
In his talk he is said to hav e made 
[remarks derogatory to President Wil­ 
son. 
Miners there became angry and 
when 
they 
threatened to do him 
bodily harm he escaped to Collins­ 
v ille, his home. 
Some of the miners, 
howev er, followed him and described 
his actions to local persons. 
A crowd 
soon gathered and Prager was taken 
from his home and led barefooted 
throu gh the street wav ing an Ameri­ 
can flag. 
The police, fearing v iolence, took 
Prager from the crowd and placed 
him in the city hall. 
Later a mob 
gathered in front of the hall and de­ 
manded the man. 
Po lice and Deputies Ov erpo wered 
May or J. H. Siegel cou nseled calm­ 
ness, bu t the small force of police 
and depu ties was ov erpowered and 
Prager was fou nd in the basement 
hiding beneath a pile of tiling. 
He 
was dragged down the street and be­ 
y ond the city limits, the crowd threat­ 


ening to shoot 
if 
the 
officers ap­ 
proached. 
One mile west of the city the rope 
with which they 
led 
Prager was 
thrown ov er the limb of a tree. The 
man was asked if he had any thing 
to say . 
His answer was to drop to 
his knees and with arms crossed to 
pray in German for three minu tes. 
Withou t another word he was pu lled 
into the air ten feet and allowed to 
hang. 
The mob then dispersed, bu t when 
officers arriv ed later they fou nd the 
body gu arded by two men who re­ 
fu sed to allow it to be cu t down.

Start Early Potatoes in 
Trenches or, Straw; Cover 
As Roots Begin to Start 


Often potatoes planted in April will 
not come up « ny earlier th an th >se 
planted a month <*r six weeks later. 
Meanwh ile th e first seed does not re­ 
tain th e virile strength of th e later 
planted ones, because of th e long wait 
before germination. 
Th e result is dis­ 
couraging to truck fanners wh o want 
to get th eir spuds started early to get 
th em ready for fancy prices, writes F. 
E. Brunmer, in J 
■ and Fireside. 
I h ave found potatoes are quickly 
started by th e following m eans:

trench about 10 Inch es deep is dug in 
well-drained soil, th e bottom being 
loosened so th at th e soli Is mellow.

Take a one pound h alibut steak, one 
clove of garlic finely ch opped, two cup­ 
fuls of well seasoned tomatoes, but­ 
ter, pepper and salt to taste and a cup­ 
ful of bread crumbs. Remove th e bone 
from th e fish , place In a buttered dish , 
sprinkle with garlic, cover with a lay er 
of tomatoes, th en a lay er of buttered 
cgumbs, salt and pepper and bake 20 
minutes.
